S2J:0,000 in Gold Dust 



Tlio steainur Caieiionia, Capf. Frain, ar- 
' lived yoslcrday afleriiooii from New VVest- 
ininslor, biiiiging down 120 passengers, 
nearly all of whom weru Curibou men. 

No express came down, but the amount of 
gold dust on board was estimated at 8240,- 
000. 

A large numbe^of miners were wailing at 
New Westminster for the arrival of the 
Olter; among them were Steele and Cun- 
ningham. 

Three of the partners in Steel s claim on 
Williams' Creek, were amonK lliu arrivals. 
They had SI2, 000 a piece. Several other 
men brought down from 52000 to SCOOO. 
Steele & Co. bought the carj^oes of two pack ! occupation 
trains just before the winter set in, and 
stored them on the creek for the spring'. 

Snow at Antler Creek was two feet deep 
at last advices. There was a little snow at 
the Forks of Quesnelle, and down as far as 
Heaver Lake, 

A new creek has been discovered by J. 
L. Wade, about fifty miles from Antler 
Creek; it empties into Bear lliver. It is 
about the same size as Antler, but lies to the 
northwest of it. A party of three prospectors 
had panned out SMOO. It is considered j 
richer than Aiitle'r; but was discovered too i 
late l» be worked thin season. 

Kich dig;;ings had been strui;k during the 
summer on Peace lliver, this side 
liocky iMounlain.s, by Uill Kris.s and his 
party. They worked bars there that paid 
SlODad.iy to tlie liaml, ami were lately 
down on Kioh Bar, un the Fraser, for provi- 
sions. At the latest accounts they had start- 
led back to winter on Peace Hirer. .: 

The towns on the Lower Fra'zer were 
thr.jnged with men. Numbers of miners 
were taking up their quarters at Lilloet. 

Cariboo was nearly deserted by the mid- 
dle of October, and'thepnrlies who were last 
there report that snow was fallin? on Antler 
Creek the day they left. They went through 
two feet of snow on the Bald Mountain, be- 
tween Keilhley's and Antler. The owners 
of some of the richest claims had hired 
men to stop and watch them during the 
winter. 

Porrv, tlio'^nounlaincer, came dawn on the 
Caledonia. He was employe. 1 by the Com- I 
rnissiuner to e.tplore the conrjlry lielivi'cn ' 
tiiiesnelle and Gieen Lakes fur the purpose 
of lindlng a nearer route to Cariboo. The 
e.vpcdition was a auccessful one, nnd in 
Perry's opinion, a great saving of distance 
could be accomplished by traveling via the 
above lakes. He found Green Lake to bo 
navigable in a northerly direction, for 50 or 
60 miles. From that p iint there wonM he 
a portage over a good country to (»iiesriell.' 
Luke, a di-tanci" of 15 miles. This Lake i» 
navi-ahle I r M' ain.Ts to within 8 mil.'-. ' I 
Cunningham's Creek or Swamp Kiver.
